In faet, ona of the principal reasons for
the eximtencs of tha ‘blg old fashioned
familien’’ of ten and twelve of an sariler
Any whose Alsappearance wea sometimes
sent'mentally regret was their valile ar
n source of tncoms to thely thrifty patar
nal ancestor, who could eollect from sight
to ten years' wages from each one of
them befors they gained thelr industrisl
freedom

In fart, next to the greedy and tmprin-
eipled mill owner and the paliticians
whoam they control, our principal oppe.
nent in the fight against ohild labor ia
this precious type of parent, who, havihg
married a wife able to support him and
bear him a large family of children as
well, connldara that he is “made for 1ife."’
and has nothing sise ta do but collsst his
profita as soon as his alder children
begin to attain working age.
